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AN ACT concerning energy efficiency.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of [Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act my be cited as the

M ni mum Energy Efficiency Standards Act.

Section 5. Purpose and fi ndi ngs.

(a) This Act provides for the establishnment of m ni mum
efficiency standards for certain products sold or installed
inthis State.

(b) The legislature finds that:

(1) Efficiency standards for certain products sold
or installed in this State assure consumners and
busi nesses that the products neet mninmmefficiency
performance | evels, thus saving noney on utility bills.

(2) Such efficiency standards save energy and thus
reduce pol | uti on and ot her envi ronnmental inpacts
associated with the production, distribution, and use of
electricity and natural gas.

(3) Such efficiency standards can nmake el ectricity
systens nore reliable by reducing the strain on the
electricity grid during peak demand periods. Furthernore,
i nproved energy efficiency can reduce or delay the need
for new power plants, power transm ssion |ines, and power
di stribution system upgrades.

(4) Energy efficiency standards contribute to the
econony of this State by enabling consuners and busi ness
owners to spend | ess on energy, leaving nore for the

purchase of | ocal goods and services.

Section 10. Definitions. As used in this Act:

"Agency" neans the Illinois Environnmental Protection
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Agency.

"Board" neans the Illinois Pollution Control Board.

"Ceiling fan" nmeans a non-portable device that s
suspended froma ceiling for circulating air via the rotation
of fan bl ades.

"Ceiling fan light kit" nmeans the equipnent wused to
provide light froma ceiling fan. This equipnment can be (i)
integral such that the ceiling fan light kit is hardmred to
the ceiling fan or (ii) attachable such that the ceiling fan
light kit is not, at the tinme of sale, physically attached to
the fan. Attachable ceiling fan light kits m ght be included
inside the ceiling fan package at the tine of sale or sold
separately for subsequent attachnent to the fan.

" Commer ci al cl ot hes washer " means a soft nount
front-loading or soft nmount top-I|oading clothes washer that
is designed for use in (i) applications where the occupants
of nore than one household will be wusing it, such as in
multi-famly housing common areas and coin laundries or (ii)
other comercial applications, if the «clothes container
conpartnment is no greater than 3.5 cubi c f eet for
hori zontal -axi s cl othes washers, or no greater than 4.0 cubic
feet for vertical -axis clothes washers.

"Commercial refrigerators and freezers" neans reach-in
cabi nets, pass-through cabinets, roll-in cabi nets and
roll-through cabinets that have |less than 85 cubic feet of
capacity and that are not wal k-in nodels or consuner products
regul at ed under the National Appliance Energy Conservation
Act of 1987.

"Director” means t he Director of t he I11inois
Envi ronmental Protection Agency.

"I'lumnated exit sign" nmeans an internally-illum nated
sign that is designed to be permanently fixed in place and
used to identify an exit; a light source illum nates the sign

or letters fromwthin, and the background of the exit sign
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IS not transparent.

"Lar ge packaged air-condi tioning equi pnent " means
packaged air-conditioning equi pnent having 240,000 Btu/hour
or nore of cooling capacity.

"Low voltage dry-type distribution transforner” neans a
distribution transforner that (i) has an input voltage of 600
volts or less; (ii) is between 14 kVa and 2,501 kVa in size;
(iii1) is air-cooled; and (iv) does not use oil as a cool ant.

"Packaged air-condi tioning equi pnent " means
air-conditioning equipnment that is built as a package and
shi pped as a whole to end-user sites.

"Pass-through cabinet" neans a commercial refrigerator or
commercial freezer wth hinged or sliding doors on both the
front and rear of the refrigerator or freezer.

"Reach-in cabinet” neans a comercial refrigerator,
comercial refrigerator-freezer, or commercial freezer with
hi nged or sliding doors or lids, but excluding roll-in or
roll -through cabi nets and pass through cabi nets.

"Roll-in or roll-through cabinet”" neans a commerci al
refrigerator or commercial freezer wth hinged or sliding
doors that allows wheel ed racks of product to be rolled into
or through the refrigerator or freezer.

"Torchiere lighting fixture" neans a portable electric
lighting fixture with a reflector bow giving light directed
upward so as to give indirect illum nation

"Traffic signal nodule" nmeans a standard 8-inch (200nm
or 12-inch (300mm round traffic signal indication. It
consists of a light source, lens, and all parts necessary for
operation and communicates novenent nessages to drivers
through red, anber, and green colors. Arrow nodules in the
sanme colors are used to indicate turning novenents

"Transformer” neans a device consisting essentially of 2
or nore coils of insulated wire that transfers alternating

current by el ectromagnetic induction fromone coil to another
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in order to change the original voltage or current val ue.
"Unit heater" neans a self-contained fan-type heater that
uses natural gas, propane, or fuel oil and that is designed
to be installed within a heated space. Unit heaters include
an apparatus or appliance to supply heat and a fan for
circulating air over a heat exchange surface, all enclosed in
a comon casing. Unit heaters do not include warmair
furnaces as defined under the federal Energy Policy Act of

1992.

Section 15. Scope.

(a) The provisions of this Act apply to the testing,
certification, and enforcenent of efficiency standards for
the followng types of new products sold, offered for sale,
or installed in this State: (1) ceiling fans and ceiling fan
light Kkits; (2) comrercial clothes washers; (3) commerci al
refrigerators and freezers; (4) illumnated exit signs; (5)
| arge packaged air-conditioning equipnent; (6) |ow voltage
dry-type distribution transforners; (7) torchiere [Ilighting
fixtures; (8) traffic signal nodules; (9) unit heaters; and
(10) such other products as may be designated by the Director
in accordance with Section 30.

(b) The provisions of this Act do not apply to (1) new
products manufactured in this State and sold outside this
State, (2) new products manufactured outside this State and
sold at wholesale inside this State for final retail sale and
installation outside this State, (3) products installed in
nmobi | e manuf actured homes at the tinme of construction, or (4)
products designed expressly for installation and wuse in

recreati onal vehicl es.

Section 20. Efficiency standards. The initial mninmm
efficiency standards for the types of new products set forth

in Section 15 are as foll ows:
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(1) Ceiling fans and ceiling fan light kits shal
meet the Tier 1 criteria of the product specification
(Version 1.1) of the "Energy Star Program Requirenents
for Residential Ceiling Fans" developed by the U.S.
Envi ronnment al Protection Agency.

(2) Conmerci al clothes washers shall neet the
energy efficiency requirenents for residential clothes
washers in Energy Conservation Program for Consuner
Products: O othes Washer Energy Conservation Standards,
66 Fed. Reg. 3314 (January 12, 2001) (to be <codified at
10 CFR Part 430).

(3) Commercial refrigerators and freezers shal
meet the August 1, 2004 requirenments shown in Table A-6
of section 1605.3 of the California Code of Regulations,
Title 20: Division 2, Chapter 4, Article 4. Appliance
Efficiency Regulations that took effect on Novenber 27,
2002.

(4) Illumnated exit signs shall neet the product
specification (Version 2.0) of the "Energy Star Program
Requirenments for Exit Signs" developed by the U S
Envi ronnmental Protection Agency.

(5) Large packaged air-conditioning equi pnent shal
meet the Tier 2 efficiency levels of the "M ninmm
Equi prent Ef ficiencies for Unitary Commercial Ar
Condi tioners" and "M ninmum Equiprment Efficiencies for
Heat Punps" developed by the Consortium for Energy
Efficiency, Boston, MA and that took effect on July 1,
2002.

(6) Low voltage dry-type distribution transformners
shall neet or exceed the energy efficiency val ues shown
in Table 4-2 of National El ectri cal Manuf acturers
Associ ation Standard TP-1-2002.

(7) Torchiere lighting fixtures shall not consune

nmore than 190 watts and shall not be capable of operating
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with lanps that total nore than 190 watts.

(8) Traffic signal nodules shall neet the product
specification of the "Energy Star Program Requirenents
for Traffic Signals" devel oped by the U S. Environnental
Protection Agency and that took effect in February 2001.

(9) Unit heaters shall not have pilot |ights and
shal | have either power venting or an automatic flue
danper.

The initial mninmumefficiency standards provided in this
Section are subject to change by Board rule in accordance

with Section 30.

Section 25. |Inplenentation.

(a) Beginning January 1, 2005, no new product of a type
subject to this Act nmay be sold or offered for sale in this
State unless the efficiency of the new product neets or
exceeds the applicable m ninmumefficiency standards.

(b) Beginning January 1, 2006, no new product of a type
subject to this Act may be installed in this State unless the
efficiency of the new product neets or exceeds the applicable

m ni mum ef fi ci ency standards.

Section 30. New and revised standards; waiver.

(a) The Agency, after consultation with the Departnent
of Comrerce and Community Affairs, may propose to the Board
(i) increased efficiency standards to replace any of the
st andar ds listed in Section 20, and (ii) new mninmm
efficiency standards for new products not specifically listed
in Section 15. In proposing any new or increased efficiency
standards, the Agency shall base that proposal wupon a
determnation that the new or increased efficiency standards
woul d serve to pronote energy conservation in this State and
would be cost effective for consuners who purchase and use

the affected new products.
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(b) The Board shall consider any new or increased
ef ficiency standards proposed by the Agency, and shall adopt
by rule those standards that it finds to be appropriate. In

adopting any new or increased efficiency standard, the Board
shall consider whether the new or increased efficiency
standard would serve to pronote energy conservation in this
State and woul d be cost effective for consuners who purchase
and use the affected new products. New or increased
efficiency standards shall take effect no sooner than one
year follow ng the adoption of the rule providing for such
new or increased efficiency standards.

(c) The Director my apply for a waiver of federal
preenption in accordance with federal procedures for those

products regul ated by the federal governnent.

Section 35. Testing, certification, | abeling, and
enf or cenment .

(a) The manufacturers of new products subject to this
Act shall cause sanples of such products to be tested in
accordance wth the appropriate test procedures. Wth
respect to efficiency standards adopted by reference under
Section 20, the appropriate test nethods shall be those
specified in the adopted standards. Board rules providing
for new or increased mninmum efficiency standards shal
specify the appropriate test nethods, which shall be test
met hods approved by the U S. Departnent of Energy or, in the
absence of such test nmethods, other appropriate nationally
recogni zed test nethods.

(b) Manufacturers of new products subject to this Act
shall certify to the Director that such products are in
conpliance with the provisions of this Act. The Director may
adopt procedures and requirenents governing the certification
of such products and my work in coordination wth the

certification prograns of other states. Wth respect to a
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product for which the Illinois efficiency standards and
| abelling requirenents are the sanme as those of the federal
government or another state, the Agency may accept as
sufficient for conpliance wth this subsection t he
manufacturer's certification to the federal governnment or
that other state, whichever is applicable, that the product
conplies with those standards and requirenents.

(c) Manufacturers of new products subject to this Act
shall identify each such product offered for sale or
installation in this State as in conpliance wth the
provisions of this Act by neans of a mark, label, or tag on
t he pr oduct and packagi ng at the tinme of sale or
installation. The Director shall propose and the Board shal
adopt rules governing the identification of such products and
packaging and may work in coordination wth the [|abeling
prograns of other states.

(d) The Director may cause investigations to be nmade of
conpl aints recei ved concerning violations of this Act and may
report the results of such investigations to the Attorney
Ceneral . The Attorney General may institute proceedings to
enforce the provisions of this Act.

(e) A manufacturer, distributor, retailer, or installer

who violates any provision of this Act shall be issued a

warning by the Director for the first wviolation. Repeat
violations shall be subject to a civil penalty of not nore
than $250. Each violation shall <constitute a separate

offense, and each day that a wviolation continues shal
constitute a separate offense. Penalties assessed under this
subsection are in addition to costs assessed under subsection
(d).

(f) The Agency may propose and the Board may adopt any
rules that are necessary to ensure the proper inplenentation

and enforcenent of this Act.
